The meeting was called to order, 
attendance was taken and all Committee 
members were present.

APPRECIATION/PROCLAMATIONS 

A certificate was presented to Robert

A Proclamation was presented to 
Pamela Brightbill for her years of service. 
Promotions were presented to Captain Ray 
Estenes to Deputy Chief and Deputy Chief 
David Deigert to Chief of the Middletown 
Auxiliary Police 

APPROVAL OF MINUTES 

Minutes for the October 3, 2011 
Executive Session, October 17, 2011 Executive 
Session and the November 21, 2011 Regular 
Meeting were brought for a vote of approval. 
All Committee members voted to approve these 
meeting minutes. 

PUBLIC HEARING OF PROPOSED 
O RDINANC ES 

Ordinance ^011-304q was opened for 
public comment. This ordinance is to add two 
additional members to the Library Board. 

Paul Jansen asked the Committee to 
explain why there is a need to increase the 
number of members to the Board. Mr. Fiore said 
that the number of members of other boards has 
been increased in the past and it is good to get 
additional public participation on the Library 
Board. 

Leo Christofili asked if the Committee 
feels that the enlargement of the Board will 
enable the Township Committee to utilize 
Library funds in the Township to benefit the 
taxpayers. Mr. Fiore said the increase will have 
no bearing on the Township budget, but will on 
the Library budget. He said it will increase 
participation and oversight on the Library 



Board. Mr. Christofili said the members of the 
Library Board think there will be a repeat of last 
year when the Township Committee used 
Library funds for their budget. Mr. Fiore said 
the members of the Library Board have the 
same right to come in and comment on this 
ordinance. 

Melanie Elmiger said that if the 
ordinance is approved, the task for the 
Committee will be to select two new members 
to serve on the Library Board. She offered some 
suggestions when looking for qualified 
candidates. She said the candidates should: 

- have a library card and use it; 

- know the types of programs offered by the 
library well enough so as not to jeopardize those 
programs; 

- work to build up and protect funds so the 
library will not seek help from the Township. 
She expressed fear that the new appointees will 
work for the Township Committee and 
expenditures will be voted down to limit the 
budget and capital expansion. Mr. Fiore said the 
Committee will take those suggestions into 
consideration. He said he will make sure the 
new appointees will look out for the library 
from the Township Committee's perspective. 
He said he will take the appointments seriously. 
Ms. Elmiger asked if Mrs. Brightbill will be one 
of the appointees and Mr. Fiore said he would 
not answer that question. Mrs. Brightbill asked 
Ms. Elmiger if she thought she would make a 
good appointee. Ms. Elmiger said she thought 
Mrs. Brightbill would make a good member, but 
Ms. Elmiger had a problem with Mrs. 
Brightbill' s political affiliations. Mr. Fiore 
asked her if the people of Middletown elect the 
members of the Township Committee. Ms. 
Elmiger said they did. Mr. Fiore asked her if she 
had an issue with political affiliations with 
respect to looking at board appointments. She 
said she would like the Committee to choose 
people that use the library and all of its 
offerings. 
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Linda Baum said she had some of the 
same comments to offer. Mr. Fiore said that 
whatever she had to say, it had to stay on point 
of appointing Library Board members and she 
cannot use this time to discuss what took place 
last year. Ms. Baum said she will stay on point 
and that people are concerned about what took 
place last year regarding the seizing of library 
funds. Mr. Fiore asked Ms. Baum if she was for 
or against the new appointee positions. Ms. 
Baum said she would like to say what is on her 
mind. Mr. Fiore said that she must stay on topic. 
Ms. Baum said the new appointees would give 
the Township Committee greater control over 
the library budget. She said people see 
interference in the library process and what was 
done last year was not in cooperation with the 
Library Board. She said it was more like threats 
and intimidation from the standpoint of the 
Library Board and the public. Mr. Fiore asked 
Ms. Baum to stay on topic regarding the 
expansion of the Library Board. He said he was 
trying to run the meeting. Ms. Baum said she 
sees public participation as a good thing. She 
said that the Township Committee sees the need 
to have nine members on the Library Board to 
control a $3.6M budget, but only sees a need for 
five Township Committee members to control a 
$60M budget. Likewise, there are five members 
on the Sewer Authority to control a $9M 
budget. Ms. Baum said the Township takes a 
hands-off approach to the Sewer Authority 
budget. She said there is no consistency in the 
policy regarding the number of members to 
boards in relation to the size of the budget they 
oversee. Mr. Fiore said they do take a close look 
at the Sewer Authority budget and they have 
contributed to the Township budget. Ms. Baum 
said she would expect to see less people on a 
board that controls a smaller budget. She said 
she wanted to repeat what Ms. Elmiger said 
earlier relating to the political appointments as a 
method of selection. She said she applied to be 
appointed to the Library Board but did not 



expect to be appointed because of party 
affiliation. Mr. Fiore said that Ms. Baum had as 
much of a chance of being appointed to the 
Library Board as he had in having her vote for 
him in the election. Ms. Baum said that 
participation matters and they should think 
about who attends the Library meetings because 
they would be up on what is going on. Mr. Fiore 
said that is not always the case. Ms. Baum said 
the majority of the township feels the Library 
Board is doing a good job and there is a concern 
that this will not continue. Mr. Fiore said there 
are no plans to go after Library reserves because 
there are no reserves. Ms. Baum said it is good 
to see that it is being looked into, but she thinks 
two more members on the Board is excessive. 

No other members of the public came 
forward to speak on this ordinance. A vote was 
taken and all Committee members voted to 
adopt this ordinan ce. 

Ordinance ^011-3049] that amends the 
non-contractual employees' salaries was opened 
for a public hearing. No members of the public 
came forward to address this ordinance. A vote 
was taken, Committeeman Massell abstained 
from voting and all other Committee members 
voted to adopt this ordinance.

vote. All Committee member s voted to approve 
these resolutions. Resolution 11-293 was 
brought for a vote and all Committee members 
voted to approve this resolution. 

TOWNSHIP COMMITTEE COMMENTS 

Mr. Settembrino said there was a request 
by NJ American Water Company to increase 
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their rates by 20%. He suggested the Township 
Attorney draft a resolution opposing this 
increase. He then wished everyone Happy 
Holidays and a Happy New Year. 

Mr. Massell wanted to echo the 
comments made earlier by Mr. Fiore regarding 
Mrs. BrightbilFs service. 

Mr. Scharfenberger thanked Mrs. 
Brightbill for being a superior public servant. 
He wished all a Merry Christmas and a Happy 
New Year. 

Mrs. Brightbill said it is important that 
local elected officials don't lose sight of their 
duty. She said there were so many volunteers 
packing gifts for Middletown Helps Its Own at 
the VFW recently and said there were so many 
toys that children were given extras. She then 
wished everyone a Merry Christmas and a 
Happy New Year. 

Mr. Fiore said it was a sad and proud 
day in having the last meeting with Mrs. 
Brightbill. He then said there were about seven 
inter-local and shared service resolutions voted 
on tonight and he thanked the administration for 
putting them together. He said he is still 
advocating for accrued sick time reform. He 
said the Township can't continue to keep 
making payouts because it drives up the costs to 
all taxpayers. He wished everyone a Merry 
Christmas and a Happy New Year. 

PUBLIC COMMENTS 

Leo Christofili said in 1928 Shadow 
Lake was formed and since that time the 
property that the lake is made up of has traded 
hands many times. He asked if the lake could be 
restored to the natural land as it was before 
1928. He said problems may not be permanently 
resolved by dredging and he doesn't want T&M 
Engineering to do a $125K feasibility study. 
Brian Nelson said it could not revert back to the 
way it was because the Township does not own 
all the land. Mr. Christofili asked who owns it. 
Mr. Nelson said many owners own it, but the 



Township owns a large portion of it. Mr. 
Christofili asked if the Township could cut out 
the part they own. Mr. Fiore said without 
restoring the lake it will certainly erode to a 
state of no return. He said he would like to see 
the lake returned to pre-1928 conditions, but it 
can't be done legally. Mr. Christofili asked, 
regarding the Sayreville disposal site, if the 
proper authorities are going to allow the 
transportation of the dredged materials to 
Sayreville and wanted to know if the permits are 
in place. He said the waste can sit at Stevenson 
Park up until 2016 and this will allow dredge 
spoils to drain back into the lake. He said there 
might be a failure to remove the material if there 
is nowhere to dispose of it. Mr. Mercantante 
said there was no chance of arsenic leaching 
back into the lake. He said the DEP permits 
specify the dredge material must go to 
Sayreville and the owners have agreed to accept 
it. Mr. Christofili questioned that the owners of 
the disposal site have agreed to accept the 
material. Mr. Fiore said it is not in the scope of 
the property owners, but it is up to the DEP. Mr. 
Fiore said that they will have to go off the 
record to discuss the DEP conversations further. 
Mr. Christofili said he wanted to know if 
Sayreville has the right of last refusal or will 
they be bound by some State or County 
governing body. Mr. Nelson said there is a 
redevelopment authority there that would have 
jurisdiction and it is up to them and the DEP. He 
said Middletown has nothing to do with that 
decision and can't control it. Mr. Christofili 
again asked if Sayreville has the right of last 
refusal. Mr. Nelson said the Redevelopment 
Authority known as the Sayreville Economic 
Redevelopment Authority (SERA) has the final 
say. Mr. Christofili asked if they were 
Sayreville citizens. Mr. Fiore said the 
conversation will have to conclude. Mr. 
Mercantante said the bottom line is that the 
Sayreville site was chosen by the DEP and that 
hasn't changed. Mr. Nelson said he has 
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knowledge regarding this that is separate from 
working in Middletown and that site is one of 
many that the DEP has designated to accept 
material like what will be dredged from Shadow 
Lake. Mr. Christofili asked if he could get an 
end of year budget for the Library. He said he 
wants to see the total surplus so he could judge 
for himself if the Township can access Library 
funds that are over the 20% they are allowed to 
keep. Mr. Fiore said they would have to wrap up 
the conversation, but could get the budget. 

Don Watson commented on a few of the 
resolutions voted on e arlier in the meeting. He 
asked about resolution 11-323J . He wanted to 
know where the grant balances were going after 
the appropriated money was cancelled. 
Township CFO, Nick Trasente, said the 
Receivable and Appropriated columns will 
cancel each other out. He said the grant 
receivables expired and that money was never 
received. Mr. Trasente said the last two 
Appropriation Amounts are matches that were 
not used and will go back into surplus to be used 
next year or used for the regular budget. The 
other appropriations were older grants that were 
received and not used so these balances have to 
be canceled to remove them from the books. 
Mrs. Brightbill said the amounts are not all cash. 
Mr. Wa tso n asked, in reference to resolutions 
11-326J and 11-32S| , why the Township is paying 
the listed law firms more than the original 
amounts if the original resolution stated the fee 
was not to exceed a certain amount. Mr. 
Mercantante said at the beginning of the year 
they estimate what they anticipate to spend and 
sometimes that estimate is exceeded. Mr. 
Watson asked if there was an agreement not to 
exceed an amount, why pay out that which has 
been exceeded. Mr. Mercantante said that the 
work would not have been done if it was not 
paid. Mr. Nelson said that in these cases the 
amount was not exceeded by more than $5K and 
that many contracted law firms actually came in 
under the amount agreed to. Mr. Watson asked,

how much 



was kept in the Change Fund listed in the 
resolution. He also asked what the Change Fund 
was used for and why there was such an account 
between the Parks & Recreation Department 
and the Swim Club Utility when the Swim Club 
Utility was supposed to be a separate entity by 
itself. Mr. Trasente said that this resolution was 
cancelling two separate Change Funds and that 
they were set up to handle petty cash. Mr. 
Watson asked in reference to resolution 11-313[ 
if the $124K used in this resolution to upgrade 
telecommunications equipment for the new 911 
system was part of the $607K that is part of the 
ordinance 2011-3034 voted on earlier in the 
year. Mr. Trasente said it was. Mr. Watson 
began to ask about the cancellation of capital 
appr opriation balances listed in resolution 11- 
J324| , but was told that his time had expired. 

Donna Kuntz said she had sent an email 
earlier in t he day t o Mr. Mercantante regarding 
resolution |ll-324 She asked for an explanation 
of what the resolution was about because two of 
the ordinances that were being canceled were 
related to the Leonardo drainage improvements 
in her area. Mr. Trasente said he was not sure if 
the ordinances listed to be canceled were related 
to the drainage improvements because those 
ordinances included other projects than the 
drainage improvements. He said the Township 
was cancelling all balances for projects that 
have funds left over so the money is not spent 
on something that is not funded. He said the 
funds are being cancelled so they can be used 
for other projects. Mr. Mercantante said the 
project Ms. Kuntz was concerned about has 
funds set aside to complete the project. Mr. 
Trasente said again, that funds are being 
cancelled out to pay for other projects. He said 
there is no balance there to do any work. He 
said, as an example, if a project is budgeted for 
$1M and only $800K is spent, the balance can't 
be left there to sit and do nothing. Ms. Kuntz 
asked how the public would know what 
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balances were going where after the 
cancellations. Mr. Trasente said it all goes to 
capital surplus and then gets allocated to other 
projects. Ms. Kuntz asked if it was like 
housekeeping and Mr. Trasente agreed. Ms. 
Kuntz said if the drainage project in her 
backyard is completed then she asked that the 
construction fence be removed from her yard. 
Mr. Fiore said that would be no problem. 

Melanie Elmiger said she usually comes 
to the meetings to discuss safety or quality of 
life issues in her area, but felt the need to 
address a different issue. She said on November 
18 her life changed by the murder of her friend. 
She said she cared for her friends children while 
the relatives were travelling to pick up the 
children. Ms. Elmiger said that there were many 
details put out by various forms of media and 
people in Middletown knew of details before the 
relatives arrived. She said information can only 
spread if there is a leak and asked how it was 
that so many people knew details that were not 
available to the press. She said pictures were 
taken of the victim and posted on online 
newspapers. Ms. Elmiger said when something 
like this takes place there should be a gag order 
in place until the next of kin are notified. She 
blamed the chief commander in the 
investigation for not controlling the spread of 
information. She said the next tragedy could be 
right around the corner and the Township 
Committee should provide training to 
emergency responders on proper conduct in 
words and actions during a personal tragedy. 
Ms. Elmiger said the Monmouth County 
Prosecutor has refused to release information 
out of respect of the family. She said other 
residents have requested information about 
robberies and are told that it is an ongoing 
investigation, but many details about this 
serious matter were known. She asked if the she 
can trust the Township Committee to address 
this matter with the police chief and explore 
training opportunities for emergency personnel 



so future tragedies are not compounded by the 
insensitivity of some responders. Mr. Fiore said 
she brought up two separate issues. One is that 
the police have a process to go through and he 
will go through that process. Regarding the 
volunteer emergency responders, which is a 
separate process, her comments will be taken to 
the leadership of those units. Mr. Nelson asked 
if she wanted to file a formal complaint and 
provide any specific information about the first 
responders. He said that the information was 
important to see that any follow up is done right. 
Ms. Elmiger said the children came to her not 
knowing any details of what transpired and for 
that she is thankful. 

Linda Baum asked if the tax appeal 
information she requested at the two previous 
meetings was available as promised. Mr. 
Trasente presented her with the information she 
requested. She asked what the total was. Mr. 
Trasente said there was a total for each year, but 
no grand total. Mr. Fiore added the yearly totals 
and said it was $8.2M. Ms. Baum said the 
figures were up there. Mr. Trasente said the 
figures at the bottom of the page are from the NJ 
Tax Court and span multiple years. He said this 
years' portion of is only $44K and that $2.7M 
has been paid out. He said that the reassessment 
is doing its' job. Ms. Baum asked if the numbers 
were just from Middletown and Mr. Fiore said 
they were. Mr. Trasente confirmed it was only 
for Middletown. Ms. Baum said she would 
review the figures. She then said many towns 
were switching their healthcare coverage over to 
the State health benefits plan because the costs 
are less and asked if the Township has done any 
analysis on this issue. Mr. Fiore said the 
analysis has been done and the state plan would 
cost the municipality more. Ms. Baum asked if 
she could get a copy of that analysis. Mr. 
Mercantante said she could. Ms. Baum asked if 
there had been any Green Team meetings since 
August and Mrs. Brightbill said there had not 
been any. Ms. Baum said she asked because 
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there are many meeting notices posted on the 
Township website that are inaccurate. Mr. Fiore 
said he was aware of this and other issues with 
the website that are being addressed. Ms. Baum 
said she went online to view the calendar and it 
is showing a different month. Mr. Fiore said 
there are some technical glitches. Ms. Baum 
pointed out that meetings for the Sewerage 
Authority and Planning Board were not correct. 
Mr. Fiore said they are looking to correct them 
and told her she could ask one m ore quest ion. 
Ms. Baum asked about resolution 11-324J and 
who determines when a project is final. Mr. 
Trasente said when the work is done it is final 
per the contractor. Ms. Baum questioned if a 
project dealt with flooding and there is still 
flooding. Mr. Trasente said the ordinance 
specifies what work needs to be done. He said if 
there is a drainage project in another area funds 
can't be used from another drainage project 
because it is not written into that ordinance. 

Joan Minnuies said she wanted to thank 
Mrs. Brightbill on her years with the Great 
Race. Mrs. Brightbill said she would continue 
with this next year. 

Wendy La Tona said she lives in the 
same neighborhood as Committeeman Massell 
and the contractor is doing a great job collecting 
leaves. She said she has never seen her 
development cleaned up so fast since a 
contractor has been doing the work. She asked 
how much the Township was saving in 2012 by 
using shared services. Mr. Mercantante said he 
has not totaled those figures yet. Mr. Nelson 
said there was a $140K savings in a health 
services agreement this year as an example. She 
wished Mrs. Brightbill good luck. 

No other members of the public came 
forward to speak and the meeting was 
adjourned.

2012 SALARY ORDINANCE 

WHEREAS, pursuant to N.J.S.A. 40A: 9-165, the Township must set 
salaries for non-contractual officers and employees, statutory 
employees and elected officials not directly subject to duly adopted 
collective bargaining agreements by separate ordinance; and 

WHEREAS, the salaries of all non-union non-statutory employees 
have been frozen for three (3) years, but for those required by law or 
other legal reason; and 

WHEREAS, substantial savings have been achieved through this 
three (3) year salary freeze, the elimination of numerous positions 
through layoffs and attrition, and the entry of numerous interlocal 
agreements for the provision of shared services, therefore, requiring 
many management and unclassified employees to assume significant 
additional responsibilities; and 

WHEREAS, pursuant to Ordinance No. 2011-3027, the Township 
Committee reasserted control over the setting of salaries by ordinance 
rather than the setting of ranges by ordinance with the subsequent 
passage of resolutions ratifying the Township Administrator's actions 
in setting specific salaries; and 

WHEREAS, the setting of specific salaries by ordinance provides 
greater public awareness and an opportunity to participate in and 
understand how and why salaries of public employees are annually set. 



NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED by the Township Committee of the 
Township of Middletown in the County of Monmouth, State of New Jersey, 
that the Township Committee hereby adopts the following titles and 
salaries pursuant to the Township Administrator's recommendations:

The same health benefits 
shall also be provided subject to the contribution requirements 
established pursuant to P.L. 2011, c.78, as required by law when no 
contract is in place. This Section shall supersede Section 3 of 
Ordinance No. 2006-2856 and shall be retroactive to the expiration of 
the same but for the applicability of P.L. 2011, c.78 until its 
effective date.

All ordinances in conflict with or inconsistent with this 
ordinance are hereby repealed to the extent of such conflict of 
inconsistency.
